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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The aspect of the device comprising an inlet basin speaks to there being an opening at one or more ends of 
the claimed microfluidic substrate. If such is the case, issues of enablement and utility may arise in that no means are recited which 
would allow for the application of a force, e.g., pressure, which in turn would cause the fluid to flow along said sample pathway. Given 
that a dependent claim must further limit the claim from which it depends, the recitation of an inlet in claim 93 speaks to there being no 
inlet in claim 1 , which in turn fairly presents issues of enablement and utility in that there is no means by which the sample can be 
introduced. Appellant is urged to consider adding means for introducing sample in the sample pathway of claim 1, whereby said means 
that would allow for the application of pressure (claim 2) . 
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
